Sergeant Byrne, were co- 
operating in a raid on a house at, Ummericam, 
Callyhanne, Co. Armagh, and were but a 
short distance away when a party of about 
ten men emerged. The men were ordered to 
halt, but instead of doing so made off. The 
police opened fire, and, as the men replied 
with their revolvers, a pitched battle, lasting 
for almost half an hour, ensued. No casualties 
resulted, but at the end of that period six 
of the men surrendered and were taken into 
custody. 
During the exchange of shots police rein- 
forcements from Bessbrook, under Head 
Constable Farr, arrived and an extensive 
search of the district followed, but the other 
men had made their escape. The search, 
however, brought to — the Thompson 
machine-guns and rifles, which were buried in 
a ditch in a field adjoining the house in which 
the ammunition and some of the revolvers 
were discovered. 

The house, which is situated in a lonely 
mountainous part of the district, is occupied 
by an 8l-year-old woman named Mary Ann. 
Loughran, and her nephew, the latter of 
whom the, police have since been unable to 
locate, It is convenient to Newtownhamilton 
where the car, abandoned by the unsuccessful 
Armagh bank robbers, was found.

They were removed under heavy 
escort in police motors to Newry. 

Later the men were taken to Armagh, 
where an identification parade was held. 

The organised raid and search, which com- 
menced at 10 p.m. on Saturday, continued 
until 6 o'clock yesterday morning, after 
which police activity continued throughout 
the day.

The Peace Commission finished the drafting 
of the Convention and the Draft Agreement.

1. A declaration setting forth the threat 
to the safety of the Americas that would 
arise from any attempt to transfer control of '

those who owned them on September 1, 1939, 
to any other Powers directly or indirectly. 

2. A draft Convention setting up machmery 
to take over these regions in the event of an 
attempted transfer under the collective 
administration of at least 14 of the 21 
American republics. 

3. A resolution a commodity 
marketing agreements, including loans to pro- 
ducers as an inducement to keep stocks off 
world markets if necessary. 

4. A resolution recommending uniform 
restriction of the privileges and immunity of 
Diplomatic representatives and in an 
effort to check subversive activities by foreign 
Powers.
